T arsu s or the option of an E aster les 
son from I Cor. xv, bu t as we desire 
to miss nothing from the Acts and as 
the regu lar lesson is a m anifestation j 
of the pow er of the risen C hrist wt j 
tak e the regu lar order. 
W e have seet 
thu s fa r in , this book tha t all the; 
teaching has been concerning a cru ci 
fied and risen C hrist and tha t th< 
thou sands saved—the lam e man, anc 
the palsied man" healed, and the deac 
raised—w ere all in the nam e and by tin 
power# of the risen and glorified Re 
deeraer. 
From the tim e of the en 
trance of sin into the w orld u p to tin 
present tim e and on to the end of this 
age the opposition of the devil, tin 
god of this world, is very m anifest 
P eter felt it k eenly 
and therefore 
w rote, “Y ou r adversary, the devil, as 
a roaring lion w alk eth abou t, seek ing 
whom he m ay devou r, whom resist 
stead fast in the fa ith” (I Pet. v, 8, 9 ) 
In this lesson the devil’s instru m ent 
is one of the H erods, a decidedly bac 
lot, on whose history it w ou ld not be 
w ise to w aste tim e. 
H e is perm itted 
to vex the chu rch, to k ill Jam es, the 
brother of John, and to im prison Pe 
ter. 
B u t in th£ end of the chaptei 
he is tak en from the earth, and there 
is nothing for him bu t the black ness 
of dark ness forever. 
Jam es, whom he 
k illed, being the Lord’s own, fou nc 
him self instantly in glory, absent from 
the body, present w ith the Lord. 
Pe 
ter w as k ept in prison, gu arded al 
w ays by fou r soldiers, and it was 
H erod's intention to have him brou ght 
ou t 
and 
slain 
a fte r 
E aster. 
This 
w ou ld have been a great gain for P e 
ter, bu t it w as not in the Lord’s plan 
as w*e shall see. 
A lthou gh P eter mu st 
have had poor fare and hard lodgings 
w e see 
him 
sleeping, 
probably 
as 
peacefu lly as in the trance of ou r Iasi 
lesson, ready to be slain if tha t was 
the Lord’s w ay for him. 
Somewhere in the city, in the hou s* 
of M ary, the sister of B arnabas, the 
m other of John M ark , m any were 
gathered together, m ak ing instant and 
earnest prayer to God for him (verses 
5, m argin, and 12), and their prayers 
w ere heard and abou t to be answ ered 
thou gh they hardly expected it, for 
had they not been persistently ask ing 
day and night, and w as not this the 
¡last night of hope, and how cou ld he 
be delivered? 
W ell m ight ou r Lord 
,say to u s m ost of the time, “O ye 
of little 
faith!” 
L et u s see God 
answ ering prayer, and m ay ou r faith 
be strengthened. 
One of those angels 
w ho excel in strength is sent to Peter 
as he sleeps in the prison, secu rely 
gu arded by the tw o soldiers, to whom 
he is chained, and by the gu ard before 
the door. 
B u t the stone w alls and the 
iron gates or doors are nothing to 
these m essengers from the throne of 
God, and w ithou t distu rbing one of 
.the gu ards P eter’s chains fall off. and 


he is told to arise, gird himself, bind 
on 
his 
sandals, cast 
his garm ents 
abou t him and follow his friend. 
Pe­ 
te r did as he w as told, not think ing 
it a reality, bu t tha t he w as enjoying 
a vision. 
No ^ne spok e to them as 
they passed the w ards, and the iron 
gate of its own accord opened to them 
(dou btless 
m ore 
angelic 
m inistry),! 
and, passing throu gh one street, the 
angel left him, and P eter fou nd him ­ 
self alone and soon realized tha t it 
w as no vision, bu t that an angel had j 
in reality delivered him from Ilerod 
and from all the expectation of the ! 
Jew s. 
The expectation of the people ; 
perishes, the cou nsel of the u ngodly 
comes to nau ght, bu t the pu rpose of i 
the Lord stands. 
A light shone in the prison, the j 
glory of the Lord shone u pon the 
j 
shepherds, a light from heaven shone 
u pon Sau l, for all is light and glory in 
heaven, and m essengers from there 
carry 
light 
and 
glory 
w ith 
them. 
W hen w e steadfastly behold the face 
of Him who Is the brightness of the 
F ather’s glory we, too, will u ncon­ 
sciou sly carry some of the reflection 
of tha t light, a sw eet savor of Christ. 
As to the gu ards being u ndistu rbed, 
there mu $t have been a deep sleep 
from the Lord u pon them , as In 1 
Sara, xxvi, 12; Gen. ii, 21. 
All the 
wisdom and pow er of m an are as noth­ 
ing to Him of whom it D w ritten, 
“By the word of the Lord w ere the 
(heavens made, and all the host of 
fthem by the breath of H is m ou th” 
(Ps. xxxiii, 6). 
W hen P eter fou qd tha t he w as real­ 
ly free he w ent a t once to the hou se 
of M ary and began to k nock and con­ 
tinu ed k nock ing till he gained adm is­ 
sion. 
H ad they been expecting the 
answ er they wou ld have had some one 
on the look ou t for P eter to open qu ick ­ 
ly when he came. 
B u t they said that 
Rhoda w as m ad becau se she said he 
w as at the gate, and w hen she insisted 
tha t it w as so they said it w as his an­ 
gel. 
And all this tim e P eter w as 
k nock ing. The answ er to their prayers 
cou ld scarcely get to them when he 
came.

Jam es and the brethren, he departed 
and abode a t Caesarea, bu t w hether 
w ith the centu rion of last lesson or 
w ith Philip we can onlv conlectu re.
